COVENT GARDEN THEATRE. 

A Midsummer Night's Dream, and the Pantomime, were the enter- 
tainments here last night. 

The Norwich Theatre.—Miss Ellen Tree concluded her engagement 
by the performance of Juliana and Constance on Friday, the Countess 
and Pauline on Saturday evenings. Miss Tree possesses that faculty 
which is the surest test of capability for the stage—the power of abso- 
lutely identifying herself with the character she represents, to an extent 
that impels her through whatever labour she undertakes. Thus after a 
week of exertion of mind and body and feelings which few could bear, 
her last efforts were fresh and vigorous, perhaps more so than at first. 
Every time we see her in the Countess, our wonder increases at the des- 
potism of manner with which she invests her delicate form and features. 
The command with which she not only palpably subdues by a whisper, in 
sentences the most commonplace, the individual to whom they are ad- 
dressed, but rivets, charms, or melts the whole audience, is marvellous. 
The desperate struggle, the fierce encounter of pride and love, where a 
passion of such subtle influence contends against a will of such majestic 
force, and finally overthrows and makes it subservient to the tenderest, 
the humblest confession, was a noble conception as nobly worked out by 
the author of the Play. Yet no one can follow the actress through the 
finesses of her art, concealed by a still more potent art—no one can be 
exalted by her vehemence or melted by her sorrow in all their variety 
of expression, voice, look, deportment, gesture, without the spontane- 
ous acknowledgment that the genius of the latter has transcended the 
imagination of the form+r, and that to her belongs the praise of having 
embodied his language ix palpable shapes, in which none other than her 
own exquisite fancy and exquisit powers could pourtray them. No taste 
but her own could perhaps vary the costume of her characters, with such 
infinite beauty and such perfection of adaption both to herself and the 
occasion. We have seen a good deal of the aristocracy of English beauty 
where English heauty is most armed for conquest, namely in the public 
and private assemblies of the metropolis, but we can call to remembrance 
no instance which com: :ed the pride with the simplicity of dress, the 
richness of ornament wit.: the purity of taste, the vivacity of colour with 
the repose and: harmony of the ensemble, in the same nice proportions, 
having always due regard to the appropriate applications both as concerns 
the person and the quality. All great actors must possess not only pene- 
tration, distinction, observation, adaptation, and intensity, but also that 
buoyancy of anime! spirits and that apprehensive sensibility which can 
take up on the instant and as readily lay down the feeling of the person 
to be represented. It i: impossiblo to look upon Miss Tree during her 
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professional exertions, or to converse with her in private, without per- 
ceiving that she is endowed with all these attributes ¢o excess, though 
they are accompanied with ,an ingenuous modesty that makes no display 
for the sake of display. They are her innate faculties, and they speak in 
her every word and look and action. ‘To such talent, to a constitution so 
amiable, it is amongst the compensating privileges of our calling to offer 
the sincerest homage, and we never made our oblations with more res- 
pect or a more deep sense of justice than in the present instance. The 
audience on Saturday night (and the Theatre overflowed) will bear us 
out in this our farewell notice by their own. At the end of The Lady 
of Lyons they called for Miss Tree, and the whole house rose with one 
consenting accordance to pay her reverence. Mr. Hoskins and Mr. Da- 
vidge enjoyed similar honours.—Norwich Mercury, Feb. 20th.
